Export and Import of Hazardous Waste and Hazardous Recyclable Mate- 
rial Regulations, to protect Canadalk environment and the health of Canadians 
from the risks posed by the transboundary movement of hazardous wastes and 
hazardous recyclable materials through exports from and imports into Canada 
and to implement Canada's international obligations. The proposed Regula- 
tions will revoke and replace the Export and Import of Hazardous Wastes Reg- 
ulations (EIHWR) adopted in 1992 under the authority of the former Canadian 
Environmental Protection Act. More specifically, the most mepuicent revisions 

nd new elements include: separate definitions for Uhazardous waste and 

hazardous recyclable material; a definition of hazardous waste and hazardous 
recyclable material that will enable progress toward a federal-provincial-terri- 
torial harmonized approach to the management of hazardous waste and hazard- 
ous recyclable material; the definitions of hazardous waste and hazardous 
recyclable material that will enable Canada to prohibit the export of wastes or 
recyclable materials when informed by a Basel Party in accordance with the 
Basel Convention, or by the United States, that although the waste is not 
included on the Basel lists, it is considered hazardous under the legislation of 
that country and the country has prohibited its import or transit; specific time 
periods for completing the disposal or recycling operations once the hazardous 
wastes or hazardous recyclable materials are accepted at the authorized facili- 
ties; criteria that the Minister will take into account, prior to refusing to issue 
an export, import and transit permit, to form an opinion as to whether the haz- 
ardous waste or hazardous recyclable material will be managed in a manner 
that will protect the environment and human health; elements to be contained 
in the plans for reduction or phase out of exports of hazardous wastes destined 
for disposal; facilitation of recycling, by excluding from the definition of haz- 
ardous recyclable material certain low-risk recyclable materials, and by extend- 
ing the $1-million liability insurance requirement for Canadian importers and 
Canadian exporters to movements of hazardous recyclable materials (the cur- 
rent requirements are $1 million for movement of hazardous recyclables within 
the Organisation for Economic Co-operation and Development [OECD], and 
$5 million for movements of hazardous recyclables to non-OECD countries, in 
contrast with the $5 million required for movements of hazardous wastes); and 
a new manifest form that is based on the information elements of the OECD 
movement document. This form will replace the existing manifest to distin- 
guish international movements from domestic movements, and will contain 
additional information necessary for these movements.

Air Canada Pension Plan Solvency Deficiency Funding Regulations, to per- 
mit, provided that certain conditions are met, Air Canada to amortize solvency 
deficiencies in the company’s pension plans over a period of 10 years. The con- 
ditions include: (1) appropriate disclosure of information to plan beneficiaries 
regarding the proposed funding relief; (2) a statement being filed with the 
Superintendent of Financial Institutions that plan beneficiaries, through their 
representatives, consent to the funding of their pension plans in accordance 
with the Regulations; and (3) the remittance by Air Canada to the pension plans 
of certain outstanding payments, including all current service contributions that 
are required to be made prior to emergence from CCAA. As well, upon exit 
from CCAA, Air Canada will issue secured promissory notes in favour of each 
of the pension plans totaling $346.6 million. The notes are intended to provide 
a degree of protection to the plans in that the notes could be called on should 
the company be liquidated at some time in the future. These notes cover pay- 
ment obligations resulting from directions issued by OSFI to Air Canada in 
early 2003. The Regulations stipulate that the deemed trust provisions of the 
Act will not apply to these obligations, which will be secured instead by these 
promissory notes. This substitution is being made so that Air Canada can 
obtain financing necessary to emerge from CCAA. The funding flexibility 
given in the Regulations provides for variable payments over the next 10 years, 
as Set out in a schedule to the Regulations. Subject to possible final revisions to 
the estimated aggregate solvency deficiency of the plans as at January 1, 2004, 
Air Canada's annual pension funding payments will be approximately $65 mil- 
lion in 2004, $85 million in 2005, and $200 million in 2006. Annual special 
payments in the remainder of the ten-year period are approximately $184 mil- 
lion. In comparison, if current funding rules were applied. Air Canada would 
be required to fund the solvency deficiencies by equal annual payments over 
five years. As long as the funding of Air governed by the Regulations, the plans 
will be subject to special terms and conditions set out in the Regulations. For 
example, certain actuarial methods must be used by the plans during the 
period, and any amendments that would increase benefits will require the 
authorization of the Superintendent. The proposed funding relief ends in 2013, 
after which time Air Canada would be subject to the same rules as other com- 
panies. Air Canada may opt out of the funding relief at an earlier date, subject 
to certain conditions. If Air Canada were to opt out of the Regulations, it would 
be required to fund its plan deficiencies over the shorter of five years or the 
number of years remaining in the ten-year funding schedule at the time of opt- 
ing out. The Regulations are being proposed on the basis that they will be 
brought into force, and available to Air Canada, only if there is appropriate dis- 
closure of information to the beneficiaries of Air Canada's defined benefit pen- 
sion plans and evidence that plan beneficiaries consent to Air Canada funding 
its defined benefit pension plans in accordance with the Regulations. While the 
regulatory change would only deal with the situation at Air Canada, the Minis- 
ter of Finance has asked the Department of Finance and The Office of the 
Superintendent of Financial Institutions (OSFI) to bring forward proposals to 
apply this type of funding flexibility more broadly to other companies under 
the protection of the CCAA or the Bankruptcy and Insolvency Act (BIA).

Regulations Amending Certain Regulations Administered and Enforced 
by the Canadian Food Inspection Agency, to require the removal of specified 
risk material (SRM) from the animal feed chain, as a way of enhancing the risk 
management of Bovine spongiform encephalopathy (BSE), commonly referred 
to as mad cow disease. In cattle, SRM includes skull, vertebral column and 
dorsal root ganglia, brain, spinal cord, eye, tonsils, lymph nodes, spleen and 
intestines. These tissues are reported to account for up to 99 percent of the BSE 
infectivity. More specifically, the proposed amendments would add several new 
requirements: prohibiting the use of proteins derived from cattle SRM, con- 
demned and dead stock cattle and other ruminants in animal food, including 
pet food, and in fertilizers; the identification of SRM and dead stock through 
the addition of markers, stains, tracers or other means and the tracking of 
movements of SRM and dead stock via record-keeping requirements from 
removal to final disposal or alternative use outside the food, feed and fertilizer 
production and distribution system to increase the certainty that these materials 
do not re-enter the human and animal food chains or the fertilizer system; and 
specifying the manner and conditions of destruction and disposal or alternative 
use for cattle SRM and dead stock removed from abattoirs or the farm to effec- 
tively reduce or contain any pgtential BSE infectivity in these materials and 
prevent other cattle in Canadalls herd from being exposed to the BSE 
agent.(Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on December 11, 2004)

Regulations Amending the Patented Medicines (Notice of Compliance) 
Regulations, to reaffirm the rules for listing patents on the register and clarify 
when listed patents must be addressed. Under the proposed amendments, a 
patent list must be directly relevant to the content of the submission for an 
Notice of Compliance (NOC) in relation to which it is submitted and only cer- 
tain clearly defined submission types provide an occasion to submit a new 
patent list. The amendments stipulate that only patents with application filing 
dates which precede the date of the New Drug Submission (NDS) and are 
directly relevant to its content can be listed on the register in relation to the 
original form of the drug. This will facilitate the market entry of generic ver- 
sions of the original innovator product as soon as possible after expiry of the 
original patents. In this context, the amendments do not otherwise change the 
content requirements for Seger ah as patents submitted in relation toa NDS 
must continug to contain either a Uclaim for the medicine itselfU or the Uuse of 
the medicine Greater specificity has been Hien to the meaning of the 
former term to reflect well-settled law that a Uclaim to the medicine itselfll 
under the Regulations can be interpreted as constituting either a claim for the 
medicinal ingredient alone or a claim to a formulation consisting of that medic- 
inal ingredient in combination with non-medicinal ingredients. The amend- 
ments formally confirm the right to list new patents on the basis of Supplement 
to a New Drug Submission (SNDS) filings and introduce listing requirements 
governing that right. Under these requirements, patents which precede the date 
of an SNDS filed for a change in formulation or indication will be eligible for 
listing on the register, provided they claim the change in question. Consistent 
with existing practice, the amendments also contain a provision expressly 
allowing innovators to carry forward patent lists submitted in relation toa NDS 
by resubmitting them in relation to a supplement to that NDS. Also with a view 
to dispelling any confusion surrounding patent listing issues, the amendments 
eliminate the sad fos and ipa ambiguous distinction in the current 
section 4 between an Uexisting¥ patent list and an Yamendmentt to such a list. 
Under the amended PM(NOC) Regulations, each time an innovator submits 
new patents to the Minister these shall be considered as comprising a unique 
and stand-alone patent list. The proposed amendments confirm the right of 
generic companies to justify an allegation on the basis that an innovator has 
falsely certified a eerie eligibility for inclusion on the register. To ensure that 
new patents submitted in relation to an SNDS for a change in formulation or 
indication do not impede the market entry of generic drugs which do not rely 
on the change in question, a related amendment is proposed which would

dispense with the requirement that a generic company amend its submission to 
address a newly listed patent if the patent was submitted on the basis of an 
SNDS which postdates the filing of the generic drug submission. Similarly, on 
the matter of use patents added by way of an SNDS for a change in indication, 
a further amendment is proposed which confirms that a generic company not 
seeking approval for that new indication may justify an allegation on that 
ground. To ensure that the intent of the above-described changes is not 
thwarted, the amendments also include an anti-avoidance provision. This pro- 
vision is targeted at innovators who would seek to forestall generic market 
entry by withdrawing the original form of the product from the market in order 
to deprive generic competitors of an immediate Canadian Reference Product. 
In such an event, the amendment would result in the loss of protection under 
the Regulations of any patents on the register relating to the product in ques- 
tion. Finally, as a separate and unrelated measure, the amendments also pro- 
pose to repeal subsection 5(1.1) of the PM(NOC) Regulations. This provision 
was introduced in 1999, when it became apparent that a generic company could 
avoid compliance with the Regulations by making an indirect comparison to an 
innovator4s drug with patents on the register. In the Governments view, sub- 
section 5(1.1) was rendered redundant soon after its passage when the Federal 
Court of Appeal ruled that the preexisting triggering provision, subsection 5(1), 
was sufficiently broad to capture avoidance strategies founded on indirect reli-

It complies with the 
spirit of the Federal Court decision in Canada (Commissioner of Official Lan- 
guages) v. Canada (Department of Justice). (Published in the Canada Gazette

TAX CHANGES 


Regulations Amending the Income Tax Regulations (Capital Cost Allow- 
ance — Energy Conservation Equipment and Alternative Energy 
Sources), to implement measures proposed in the 2001 and 2003 Budgets to 
broaden the application of Class 43.1 in Schedule II to the Income Tax Regula- 
tions (the “Regulations”). Class 43.1 provides taxpayers with an accelerated 
capital cost allowance to encourage more efficient use of fossil fuels and the 
use of renewable or alternative energy sources. By virtue of Class 43.1, quali- 
fying assets of a taxpayer are eligible for a capital cost allowance rate of 30 
percent, computed on a declining balance basis. Included in the class are wind 
energy equipment, small hydro equipment, geothermal electricity equipment, 
certain types of efficient cogeneration equipment, photovoltaic equipment and 
other types of renewable or alternative energy production equipment. These 
amendments: add “basic oxygen furnace gas” and “blast furnace gas” to the 
definition of “fossil fuel” in subsection 1104(13) of the Regulations. Only cer- 
tain types of fuel (including fossil fuel) may be used by certain properties 
described in Class 43.1. These changes apply to property acquired after 2000 
that uses such fuel. The amendments would also increase the upper limit on the 
size of a small hydroelectric project that qualifies for Class 43.1 treatment to a 
maximum rated capacity of 50 megawatts (MW), from the current limit of an 
annual average generating capacity of 15 MW. This change applies to property 
acquired after December 10, 2001. The amendment would add “‘bio-oil” to the 
list of fuels one or more of which must be the only type of fuel used by certain 
property described in Class 43.1 and, subject to certain conditions, provide that 
equipment used to generate electricity using bio-oil is also eligible for Class 
43.1 treatment. This change applies to any property acquired after February 18, 
2003, that uses such fuel. The amendments would extend Class 43.1 treatment 
to certain fixed-location fuel cells that use hydrogen generated from either fuel 
reformation equipment or ancillary electrolysis equipment, if acquired after 
February 18, 2003. The amendment would extend Class 43.1 treatment to cer- 
tain active solar heating equipment that is used for the purpose of heating a liq- 
uid or gas used directly in a greenhouse, as well as to certain equipment that 
generates heat energy from the consumption of certain waste fuels, if the heat 
energy is used directly in a greenhouse. These changes apply to equipment 
acquired after February 18, 2003. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on

Proposed Regulations 


FOOD AND DRUG 


Pest Control Product Safety Information Regulations, to specify the content 
and format of a pesticide material safety data sheet (MSDS), and how the 
MSDS is to be provided to workplaces. The proposed Regulations would incor- 
porate into the pesticide regulatory system certain elements of Canada's Work- 
place Hazardous Materials Information System (WHMIS) with regards to 
product safety information. More specifically, the regulations would specify 
that an applicant for registration of a pesticide, or amendment or renewal of a 
registration, would be required to provide an MSDS to the Minister, as well as 
a detailed reference list of all literature consulted, toxicology studies they car- 
ried out and documentation of any hazards identified on the MSDS. If a regis- 
tration application was approved, or if a registration was confirmed or amended 
following a re-evaluation or special review, the registrant would be required to 
provide the MSDS to workplaces where the pesticide is manufactured in accor- 
dance with subsection 8(3) of the new Pest Control Products Act (PCPA). The 
proposed Regulations would specify that, on sale of the registered pesticide, 
the registrant and other suppliers along the distribution chain would be required 
to provide a copy of the MSDS with each shipment. The registrant would be 
required to provide additional copies of the MSDS, on request, to suppliers and 
persons in workplaces where the registered pesticide is used or manufactured. 
The MSDS requirements would not apply to domestic class pesticides. (Pub- 
lished in the Canada Gazette Part I on July 17, 2004)

sal or carpal joints and to prevent the formation of excessive granulation tissue 

at these wound sites; phenylpropanolamine and its salts and its derivatives for 
veterinary use, a sympathomimetic amine consisting of the racemic mixture of 

d- and I-norephedrine, used in female dogs for the long-term treatment of uri- 

nary incontinence associated with sphincter mechanism incompetence; tadala- 

fil and its salts, a cGMP-specific phosphodiesterase type 5 (PDE5) inhibitor, 
indicated for the treatment of male erectile dysfunction (ED) at oral doses of 10 

and 20 mg once daily; and tetlubenzuron, an antiparasitic drug indicated for the 
treatment of parasitic infestations caused by the developing chalimus and pre- 

adult stages of Lepeophtheirus salmonis on Atlantic salmon (Salmo salar).

INTERNATIONAL TRADE 


Reporting of Exported Goods Regulations (2004), to establish, under the 
authority of section 95 of the Customs Act, who must report goods that are 
exported from Canada, as well as the time, place and manner of reporting those 
goods. In addition, the proposed Regulations specify exceptions to reporting 
requirements and alternatives to the general manner of reporting. The proposed 
regulations will repeal and replace the Reporting of Exported Goods Regula- 
tions. Under the proposed Regulations, exporters will have to report goods des- 
tined for export within prescribed time frames and at particular locations, 
except in cases where they are specifically exempted from the reporting 
requirement. The proposed Regulations also address the responsibilities of car- 
riers and customs service providers with respect to the reporting of exported 
goods and the conveyances by means of which they are exported. Where a car- 
rier has satisfied the Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA) that it is trans- 
porting goods that will be properly reported by the exporter of the goods in 
accordance with the Regulations, the carrier will be permitted to report their 
goods at a prescribed time following the exportation. In most other cases, carri- 
ers will be required to submit carrier export reports to CBSA officials prior to 
the export of the goods. Customs service providers, such as freight forwarders, 
will be required to report exported goods when requested to do so by a CBSA 
official prior to the exportation. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on July

Rules Amending the Federal Court Rules, 1998, to make consequential Federal Courts Act 


amendments to the Federal Court Rules, 1998 as a result of the coming into 
force, on July 2, 2003, of the Courts Administration Service Act, S.C. 2002, c. 
8 (“the Act’). Subject to the approval of the Governor in Council, the Rules 
Committee of the Federal Court of Appeal and the Federal Court may make, 
amend or cancel any rule. Amendments have to be made to the Rules in order 
to reflect the distinct character of the Federal Court of Appeal and the Federal 
Court, to represent the role of the Chief Justices and judges in court administra- 
tion and that of the Chief Administrator in the management of the administra- 
tive services provided to the Courts, to clarify certain procedural elements in 
proceedings in the two Courts, and to use the appropriate terminology. Sections 
1 and 2 of the proposed Rules change the title and the short title. Section 2 
states that the new rules will apply to all proceedings in the Federal Court of 
Appeal and the Federal Court. Section 3 amends the definitions in the Rules, 
specifically the definitions of “Administrator,” “local office,” “principal office,” 
“Court” and “case management judge.” These amendments are consequential 
to the role of the Chief Administrator appointed under section 5 of the Act and 
are again aimed at reflecting the distinct character of the Federal Court of 
Appeal and the Federal Court. Section 4 repeals Rules 9 to 11 regarding the 
appointment and role of the Court Administrator and Judicial Administrators, 
as those provisions are now included in the Act and the Federal Courts Act. 
Given the distinct character of the two federal Courts, section 5 states that each 
Court shall have a seal approved by its Chief Justice and kept in the principal 
office; however, one or more facsimiles of the seal may be authorized by the 
Chief Justices. Section 6 amends Rule 15 to stipulate that the Registry shall be 
open for business from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. and at such other times as may be 
ordered by the Federal Court of Appeal or the Federal Court. Further, under 
amended Rule 16, each Court shall have a locked box to provide the public 
with an opportunity to make comments regarding the administration or the 
rules of the Court. Section 11 amends Rule 55 to allow the Court to vary rules 
and dispense with compliance without having to file a motion under Rule 369. 
Section 12 amends paragraph 65(b) of the Rules to establish a type size not 
smaller than 12 points for documents prepared for use in a proceeding in the 
Federal Court of Appeal or the Federal Court in order to ensure that all docu- 
ments are legible and in the same format. As a result of the enactment of the 
Personal Information Protection and Electronic Documents Act, Rule 304(1)(c) 
is amended by section 16 to stipulate that every application to the Federal 
Court for review of a matter that is the subject of a complaint shall be served on 
the Privacy Commissioner within the time period prescribed in Rule 304. Sec- 
tion 17 amends Rule 335 to stipulate that appeals from Federal Court deci- 
sions, including interlocutory orders, are filed with the Federal Court of 
Appeal, as are appeals from Tax Court of Canada decisions under subsections 
27(1.1) and (1.2) of the Federal Courts Act. Rule 337 is amended to specify the 
content of notices of appeal other than notices of appeal from final of the Fed- 
eral Courts Act, the content of which is now prescribed in the new Rule 337.1. 
Provision is made also for the addition of Form 337.1 regarding notices of 
appeal under subsection 27(1.2) of the Federal Courts Act. The forms are also 
amended to reflect the amendments to the Rules. Tariff A is amended to state 
that a fee of $150 shall be payable by the plaintiff which files the first docu- 
ment in each separate claim after the Court has ordered, pursuant to paragraph 
106(a), that claims against one or more parties be pursued separately. Tariff B 
is also amended to state that the unit value shall be adjusted annually by the 
Chief Justices of the Federal Court of Appeal and the Federal Court, in consul- 
tation with one another. Finally, consequential amendments regarding termi- 
nology are also needed to replace the use in some rules of such words and 
phrases such as “Court of Appeal,” “Trial Division,” “Associate Chief Justice,” 
“Division” and “Federal Court Rules, 1998” with the appropriate correspond- 
ing words and phrases “Federal Court of Appeal,” “Federal Court,” “Chief Jus- 
tice of the Federal Court,” “Court” and “Federal Courts Rules”.(Published in 
the Canada Gazette Part I on July 31, 2004)

Users that release HVC to the environment from a point 
source (e.g. a stack), will be required to: use a control device in their HVC 
emission collection system; and meet the following release limits for emissions 
of HVC, if measured separately, or, in any other case, of total chromium, for 
each point source without using dilution air: 0.2 milligram per dry standard 
cubic metre (mg/dscm) within 6 months after the day on which the proposed
